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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, nnore than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 1 and 4-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Applicant provided prior art (Ti amo). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2-3. 8-9, 10-17 and 19-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Applicant provided prior art (Ti amo). 

Applicant provided prior art discloses a condom, substantially as claimed. 
However, Applicant provided prior art further discloses that the present invention is old 
and well known over the last twenty years. It would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time that the invention was made that the viscosity of the 
first lubricating composition could be about 10,000 to 75,000 cps and the viscosity of the 
second lubricating composition could be about 500 to 20.000 cps or the viscosity of the 
first lubricating composition could be about 10.000 to 25.000 cps and the viscosity of the 
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second lubricating connposition could be about 2,000 to 6000 cps in order to make the 
compositions of a certain viscosity. The first and second lubricating composition could 
be composed of the different percentages of w/w recited in claims 17 and 20. It is old 
and well known to place a condom between two foil sheets. 

Note: The prior art cited by the applicant has not provided complete details of the prior 
art. Thus, the examiner is requesting that applicant provided any additional non-patent 
documents or patents that will assist the examiner in the prosecution of this case.
